During the past municipal year the elementary schools 
have been maintained thirty weeks but beginning with the 
next municipal year all elementary schools must be main- 
tained thirty-two weeks to answer a new school law be- 
ginning July 1, 1929. 

The Mountain and Hodge schools have been reshingled 
and new curtains have been furnished to the high school 
building. Minor repairs have been made on all the build- 
ings such as new locks put on doors, glass put in, etc. 

All elementary schools need different heating and venti- 
lating facilities and we hope that this change can be 
brought about next year. 

The high school building should be wired for electricity. 
It is not a luxury but a necessity to light the building on 
dark days and for laboratory purposes. 

Education today is not static but instead we are living 
in a time of continual changes and we want the education 
of our youth to be on a par with that of other towns 
throughout the state. 

We have strived to put the proper textbooks in the 
schools so as to improve the standards of our schools. 

In conclusion we wish to state that we appreciate the 
untiring efforts on the part of our teachers, the co-opera- 
tion of the parents and other citizens of the town.
